New York , Oct. 30.—Charles W. 
Morse, who, with Alfred H. Cu rtis, 
former presid ent of the National Dank 
of North America, is on trial in the 
criminal branch of the United States 
circu it cou rt on a charge of conspiracy 
and v iolation of the national bank ing 
la ws, t*x >k the stand in his own d e­ 
fense. 
In a v oice so low' as to be Inau d ible 
to the Ju ry , Mr. Morse gav e his birth­ 
place as Bath, Me., said he had grad ­ 
u ated from Bowd oin college, and that 
on coming to New York he engaged 
in the shipping and later the ice bu si- 
re si. 
After th *se preliminary inter­ 
rogations the lawy ers for the gov ern­ 
ment v olley ed qu estions at Mr. Morse 
so rapid ly that the financier’s v oice 
failed him whon he end eav ored to an­ 
swer them. 
Mr. Morie was k ept on the stand 
u ntil an ad jou rnment had been tak en. 
He related how he came to hav e an 
interest 
in 
the 
National 
Bank 
of 
North America, say ing that he secu red 
an Interest in the consolid ation in 
1002. 
The accu sed bank er said that 
he had had no ex perience in the rou ­ 
tine of bank ing. 
Mr. Morse said he was not a sala­ 
ried officer of the bank and k new noth­ 
ing of the legal ex actions cov ering 
national bank ing. 
He ex plained that 
afler 19 05 he had acoepted an office 
in the d irectors’ rooms in the new 
bank bu ild ing.

The financier then told of forming 
the acqu aintance of Mr. Cu rtis and 
Mr. Wire. 
“1 had confid ence in them 
a nd u sed my influ ence to hav e them 
ma de presid ent and cashier of th0

Morse 
testified that he k new nothing of the 
hank 's method of book k eeping and ad 
mltted that he saw the bank ’s loan 
sheets only a few times each y ear. 
‘‘My secretary , Kate A. Wilson, and 
my former secretary , Arthu r Brau n, 
at tend ed to my personal and priv ate 
affairs,” said the witness. 
“ Miss Wil­ 
son k ept my bank accou nt straight.” 
Mr. Morse’s cou nsel then ask ed a 
nu mber of qu estions regard ing the 
connection of Mr. Morse with the 
American Ice company . 
Mr. 
Morse 
paid that he had been connected with 
tha t company since its formation “in 
18 9 8 or 18 9 9 .” The company was then 
pa y ing d iv id end s, 
witness 
testified , 
and d ealt principally in natu ral ice. 
A d ifference in the d emand came in 
19 02, he said , and artificial ice wrns 
a ll the mark et wanted . 
That effected 
e change in the business o f the co m­ 
pa ny . 
As this line of qu estioning was con­ 
tinu ed it finally led u p to the point of 
the loans mad e to John F. Carroll by 
the National Bank of North America 
amou nting to $135,000 at one time. 
Tn ex plaining the Carroll loans he 
said 
they were secu red 
by 
10,000 
shares of ice stock . 
Mr. Morse told 
of a plan to bu y half of the Carroll 
stock at $30 a share and giv e the bank 
the profit of the d eal. 
Then he pu r­ 
chased 4,000 shares of ice stock , he 
enld . at $40 a share for Mrs. Geleschen. 
“W hat became of the profit of $10 a 
share?” ask ed Mr. Morse’s lawy er. 


Gavs Pro fits to th e Ban k. 
“T gav e it to the bank ,” answered 
the financier. 
The loans mad e to Leslie Whiting, 
the nineteen-y ear-old clerk in a bro­ 
k er’s o ffice, were then tak en u p and 
Mr. Morse said that the first loan of 
$8 0,000 to the y ou th was mad e at his 
(Mr. Morse’s) requ est and “was an 
accommod ation borrow.” 
Mr. Morse told how the loan mad e 
to Whiting had been u sed to tak e u p 
2,000 shares of Carroll Ice stock . 
The 
•econd Whiting loa* of $6 9 ,000 was 
Secu red by 2,000 shares of Ice stock , 
being one-half of the Carroll stock he, 
Mr. Morse, had pu rchased . 
Befo re Mr. Mo rse testified Co lo nel 
R. M. Tho mpso n, a fo rmer directo r o f 
the Na tio na l Ba nk o f No rth America , 
wa s o n the a ta nd a nd Atto rney Gen­ 
era l Stimso n a sked him if the ho ld- 
co mpa ny fo r the America n Ice 
co mpa ny ha d no t been cha ra cterized 
sp a “ trust.” 
Co lo nel Tho mpso n a n­ 
swered tha t a n ev ening pa per ha d so 
cha ra cterized It. 
_ “ Dili uo t the a tto rney g enera l o f 


the statp 
mo characterize ft?” ask ed 
Mr. Ftimson. 
“ Not u ntil the attorney general was 
cau ght short in tho stock mark et ai d 
was stu ng,” was the response.

PREFERENTIAL RATE. 


Gran ted Oil T ru st b y Cen tral Vermo n t 
Railro ad . 
New York , Oct. 30.—The ad mission 
that the Stand ard Oil company bene­ 
fited from a preferential freight rate 
lower than that qu oted to any other 
shippers was d rawn from a witness 
at the hearing in the gov ernment’* 
su it to d issolv e the company . 
George B. Fergu son, a clerk in the 
freight 
d epartment 
of 
the 
Central 
Vermont railroad , gav e th<* testimony 
referred to. After enu merating v ariou s 
tariffs in force on the Central V< r 
rr-ont, none of which, he d eclared , had 
ev er been secret, the witness was 
tak en In hand by the gov ernment’s at­ 
torney , who elicited the information 
that a special rate had been issu ed to 
♦he Stand ard Oil company . 
Pressed as to what other shippers 
had benefitted from this special tariff, 
the witness said that as far as he 
k new the rate applied only to the 
Stand ard . 
The ex tent of the prefer­ 
ence accord ed to the Stand aid by the 
Central Vermont was shown in two 
letters qu oting freight rates per car 
load . 
In one instance the rate was 
gi\en at $33 a carload , while in the 
other case the rate qu oted was $23. 
The witness ad mitted that the $23 
rate was the on * u nd er which the Cen 
tral Vermont carried the Stand ard 's 
shipments. 
R. C. Crenshaw', manager of the 
Stand ard 
Oil 
Company 
of Tnd alna 
was 
another 
of the witnesses ex 
amined . 
He was qu estioned regard 
ing the prices for oil prev ailing at 
Du lu th in 19 04. 
Tn April, he d eclared , 
the price had been 10 cents a gallon; 
in May this had been red u ced to 9 
cents, 
in ex planation the red u ction 
Mr. Crenshaw related that the Stan 
d ard ’s competitors had been giv ing 
fiv e gallons free with ev ery pu rchase 
of fifty gallons and allowing rebates 
as well, and that the Stand ard had to 
cu t the price in ord er to k eep its cu s 
tomers. 
In Ju ly a fu rther red u ction 
had been mad e.

Mf a “trust” Colonel Thompson an­ 
swered that an evening paper bad so 
characterized It. 
“Dbl not tbs. attorney general of 


the state so characterize ft?” asked 
Mr. Stimson. 
“Not until the attorney general was 
caught short in the stock market and 
was stung,” was the response. 
After court had adjourned Colonel 
Thompson sought out the newspaper 
men and said that his testimony re­ 
garding the attorney general had been 
misunderstood and that his answer 
to the question "did not the attorney 
general of the state so characterize 
it?” should have been entered on the 
court record* a* follows: 
“Not until some politicians who 
were acquaintances of the attorney 
general were caught short in the stock 
market and stung.”

Granted Oil Trust by Central Vermont 
Railroad. 
New York, Oct. 30.—The admission 
that the Standard Oil company bene­ 
fitted from a preferential freight rate 
lower than that quoted to any other 
shippers was drawn from a witness 
at the hearing in the government’s 
suit to dissolve the company. 
George B. Ferguson, a clerk in the 
freight department of the Central 
Vermont railroad, gave the testimony 
referred to. After enumerating various 
tariffs in force on the Central Vtr 
front, none of which, he declared, had 
ever been secret, the witness was 
taken in hand by the government’s at­ 
torney, who elicited the information 
that a special rate had been issued to 
the Standard Oil company. 
Pressed as to what other shippers 
had benefitted from this special tariff, 
the witness said that as far as he 
knew the rate applied only to the 
Standard. 
The extent of the prefer­ 
ence accorded to the Standard by the 
Central Vermont was shown in two 
letters quoting freight rates per car 
load. 
In one Instance the rate was 
given at $33 a carload, while in the 
other case the rate quoted was $ 23. 
The witness admitted that the $23 
rate was the one under which the Cen­ 
tral Vermont carried the Standard’s 
shipments. 
R. C. Crenshaw, manager of the 
Standard Oil Company of Indaina. 
was another of the witnesses ex­ 
amined. 
He was questioned regard 
ing the prices for oil prevailing at 
Duluth in 1904. 
In April, he declared, 
the price had been IO cents a gallon; 
In May this had been reduced to 9 
cents. 
In explanation the reduction. 
Mr. Crenshaw related that the Star) 
dard’s competitors had been giving 
five gallons free with every purchase 
of fifty gallons and allowing rebates 
as well, and that the Standard had to 
cut the price in order to keep Its cus­ 
tomers. 
In July a further reduction 
had been made.

Governor Hughes has been commend­ 
ed in strong language, likewise the 
remainder of the New York state tick­ 
et and the vice presidential candidate 
Here Judge Taft had the rival at­ 
traction of Mr. Bryan, whose special 
car was in the station when the Taft 
train arrived. 
Judge Taft accepted an invitation 
to visit New York city in December to 
attend the installation of an organ in 
the Metropolitan temple, the gift of 
Andrew 
Carnegie. 
This Invitation 
was extended by the Rev. Dr. John 
Wesley Hill, pastor of the temple, who 
has been assisting Judge Taft as a 
speaker. 
Dr. Hill left the party after 
having made 150 speeches during the 
campaign. 
Escorted by Marching Clubs. 
Judge Taft was resting when his 
train reached this city and was not 
disturbed until 8 p. rn., the hour for 
his, first meeting At that time he was 
driven in an automobile through the 
streets, escorted by several big march­ 
ing clubs in uniforms.

Makes a Confession. 


Ban Francisco, Oct. SO.—Standing 
in the shadow of the penitentiary with 
sentence about to be passed upon him 
and having seen his beautiful young 
wife just led from the courtroom hys­ 
terically crying “No, no,” E. A. S.

here It found a big crowd on hand to 
welcome the candidate. 
In response 
to the demand of many present, Mr. 
Brvan stopped on the station platform 
long enough to shake hands with sev­ 
eral hundred persons who crowded 
shout him. He was then hurried away 
for the two addresses scheduled for 
the ev< nfng. 
The principal gathering 
was at W'leting Opera House, where 
Judge Alton B. Parker also spoke.

These deposits are practical­ 
ly a 11 guaranteed by the various muni­ 
cipalities of the empire, and the con­ 
dition forms a bulwark of confidence 
in the security of private wealth and 
earrings that cannot be shaken by 
bard times, panics, bank failures, etc.” 
“ Here is a fact,” said Mr. Bryan, 
which I present In answer to Mr. 
T aft’s opinion. 
The German people 
cannot be accmed of carelessness in 
their hanking business any more than 
they can in other business. 
Here is 
testimony to be found in a consular 
report printed by the present adminis­ 
tration, completely answering the ar­ 
guments that Mr. Taft has been mak­ 
ing against the guaranteeing of de­ 
posits." 
The other issues of the campaign 
were taken up in turn by the Demo­ 
cratic candidate, who again insisted 
that Mr. Taft request his congression­

Mr. Taft's position with respect to 
labor was roundly scored, and once 
again Mr. Bry in charged that a high 
protective tariff was the mother of 
panics.

preted, means "The Boy O rator of the 
P latte.” 
Before boarding his car the candi­ 
date expressed himself as well pleased 
with his reception here and elsew here 
In the state. 
W hen 
the Bryan 
special arrived 
here it found a big crowd on hand to 
welcome the candidate. 
In response 
to the demand of m any present, Mr. 
Bryan stopped on the station platform 
long enough to shake hands w ith sev­ 
eral hundred persons who crowded 
about him. He was then hurried away 
for the two addresses scheduled for 
the evening. 
The principal gathering 
was at W leting Opera House, where 
Judge Alton B. Parker also spoke.

These deposits are practical­ 
ly all guaranteed by the various m uni­ 
cipalities of the empire, and the con­ 
dition forms a bulwark of confidence 
in the security of private w ealth and 
earrin g s th at cannot be shaken by 
hard tim es, panics, bank failures, etc.” 
"H ere is a fact,” said Mr. Bryan, 
which I present in answ er to Mr. 
T aft’s opinion. 
The Germ an people 
cannot be accused of carelessness in 
their banking business any m ore than 
they can in other business. 
H ere is 
testim ony to be found in a consular 
report printed by the present adm inis­ 
tration. completely answ ering the ar­ 
gum ents th at Mr. T aft has been m ak­ 
ing against the guaranteeing of de­ 
posits.” 
The other issues of the campaign 
w’ere taken up in turn by the Demo­ 
cratic candidate, who again insisted 
th at Mr. T aft request his congression­ 
al com m ittee to m ake known the 
bource of its campaign contributions.
